The letter said that it is difficult to 
measure insurance savings, espec- 
ially in office, mercantile and 
industrial occupancies. 

Assuming certain facts, the chief 
said that the minimum saving for a 
dwelling could be $23 on an annual 
premium and a_ reduction of 


$2,911,800 in total premium paid on 
dwelling insurance throughout the 
coverage area. The new rates were 
effective as of November 22.

Hospital Refutes 
Overbedding 


A contention that Placentia-Linda 
Community Hospital is in violation 
of state regulations over 16 beds the 
hospital licensed in November, 
1974, will be resisted in the courts if 
necessary, the hospital said this 
week. 

Charges have been made by the 
state attorney general’s office that 
the hospital is in violation by not 
securing the proper authorization 
for the expansion of beds in already 
existing facilities. 

‘It is a matter of interpretation,”’ 
George Wiener, attorney for the 
hospital advised this week. 

‘*We have complied with the state 
law, book, chapter and verse,’’ he 
states. 

‘*We believe the state has totally 
misconceived and misinterpreted 
the law.” 

Involved in the controversy is the 
possible loss of Medi-Cal Funds for 
the contested expansion. 

‘We are not stopping any 
service,’ Gilliat S. Burnham, 
Executive Vice President of the 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal confirmed Tuesday. 

‘Everything continues as al- 
ways.” 

Any change in status of Medi-Cal 
could also alter the hospital’s 
permission to act as a receiving 
center for the Orange County 
Paramedic Team which has been 
authorized to use the facility since 
June, 1975. 

This service is not threatened in 
any way, Burnham stated positively. 

Concerning reports that the 
hospital is also under investigation 
by the Internal Revenue Service, 
Burnham said that the report is not 
true.

A three-car-accident on Imperial 
Highway Monday night gave fresh 
urgency to long-standing misgivings 
on the part of Yorba Linda City 
Council regarding traffic safety on 
the state highway. 

Although the State Department of 
Transportation (CalTrans) gave 
assurance six months ago that 
restriping of the road would be done 
within 30 days, City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson noted, nothing has yet 
been done. He attributed the state’s 
inaction to a lack of funds. 

City action was urged by former 
mayor Bill Ross, who said that Yorba 
Linda was being ‘‘persecuted’’ by 
CalTrans because of its earlier 
opposition to conversion of the 
highway to a freeway. 

Ross first proposed the city 
council declare the portion of 
Imperial between Rose Drive and 
Yorba Linda Boulevard a public 
nuisance which it might then abate.

Smoking On Campus 


Dear Editor: 


I, along with the presidents of the 
Valencia and El Dorado High 
Schools, will be making a formal 
proposal to the school board 
concerning the bill signed by 
Governor Brown on May 6th of this 
year. 

This legislative decision has given 
the school districts of this state the 
option of having smoking areas on 
high school campuses. 

The bili, SB121, was submitted by 
State Senator Arlen Gregorio (D-San 
Mateo). We will be asking for a 
smoking area on campus on a trial 
basis for the second semester of this 
year. 

I have written this letter to 
express my views and the views of 
the majority of students attending 
Valencia, El Dorado and Esperanza 
High Schools. 

The strongest opposition to this 
bill seems to be coming from the 
parents. The major reason for this is 
the fact they have not been 
completely informed on all the 
details concerning the proposal. 
Here are some of the facts that may 
sway these parents: 

1) Since minors can LEGALLY buy 
and smoke cigarettes off campus, 
the school will not be sanctioning 
any unlawful act by providing a 
smoking area. 

2) The State Department of 
Education reports that smoking is 
the number one cause of 


suspensions in California today. 

3) The Placentia Unified School 
District loses from the state $5.62 
per day every day a student is not in 
school. Last year, at Esperanza 
alone, 199 such days were lost due to 
smoking suspensions. 

4) Parental rights will not be 
infringed upon since parental 
permission will be required in order 
to use the smoking area. 

The main argument brought 
forward by non-smokers is that their 
own personal environment is being 
invaded because of lack of a smoking 
area. They feel a _ controlled, 
supervised area will reduce, if not 
eliminate, the congregating and 
vandalism within the restrooms and 


locker areas. . 


I feel is is time the needs of the 
students are listened to. It is time 
that adult feelings towards smoking 
on campus be reexamined in light of 
this new bill. This is a chance for the 
Placentia Unified School District to 
take a leadership role - on a trial 
basis - and accept this proposal. 

I am confident, along with the 
other two presidents of this district, 
that after listening to our proposal to 
be stated at the December 8th board 
meeting, the parents and board 
members will undoubtedly accept 
our proposal into this district.
